Military Academy paid respects 
to those who died fighting for the 
United States in World Wars I and 
II and the Korean Conflict by 
holding a memorial service on the 
black top in front of the school 
at 11 a.m. and then journeying to 
Harrisonburg to participate in the 
annual Armed Forces Day Parade. 

The memorial service was open- 
ed with a prayer by the Chaplain 
of the Academy, the Rev. James 
Allison. Following this Col. H. D. 
Deane, Headmaster, welcomed all 
guests to the assembly and rec- 
ognized Col. H. A. Jacob, VMI 
Alumni Secretary and former 
AMA Commandent. 

The principal speaker at the ser- 
vice was Col. Johns. the present 
Commandant of Cadets at VMI 
who spoke on the responsibility of 
preparing for the future. He stress- 
ed the fact that every citizen, re- 
gardless of his field, should be as 
well prepared for the future as he 
can make himself in the present 
age. 

A Roll Call of the Augusta 
alumni who died in the wars of 
the twentieth century was then 
made. The Band played “In the 
Sweet By and By” at the conclu- 
sion of the Roll Call and the ser- 
vice was completed with the play- 
ing of Triple Taps. 

Following the service the entire 
corps of the Academy embarked 
upon a fleet of eight buses to head 
for Harrisonburg to participate as 
the largest single unit in the Arm- 
ed Forces Day Parade. The corps 
formed in front of Madison Col- 
lege. Parade time was two-thirty. 
The cadets marched through the 
main streets of Harrisonburg in a 
wide loop which carried them past 
the reviewing stand in Court 
Square and ended behind the Main 
Street Grammar School. 

After the Parade the cadets took 
advantage of an afternoon leave 
in Harrisonburg and a dinner as 
guests of Colonel and Mrs. C. S. 
Roller. 

There were numerous other 
marching units in the Harrison- 
burg Parade besides Augusta. 
Band units came from Staunton, 
Harrisonburg, Wilson Memorial 
High School, Highland County, 
Stanley, and others. 
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A Few Words About Honor 


We have all heard a great deal 
about Iicnor and the Honor Sys- 
tem in recent weelzs. We have 
heard talks on the subje-: voy 
many members of the Faculty and 
the Staff. We have seen the evi- 
dences of the work of the Honor 
Committtee. We have been made 
acutely aware of the fact that this 
thing called Honor is something 
important, something to be guard- 
ed and protcted. Why? 


Honor, like a great many other 
qualities such as truth and beau- 
ty, is difficult to define. Yet every- 
one seems to agree that one must 
have honor to be able to achieve 
the respect of those with whom 
you live and work, and that honor 
is necessary if a person is to be 
satisfied with himself. There are 
many old sayings about honor 
which are too familiar to be quot- 
ed here. They all say basically the 
same thing—that a man without 
honor is not a man at all. 


This, it seems to this writer, is 
what all of the speakers who have 
addressed us have tried to tell us, 
each in his own way. 


It is a good thing for us to be 
reminded about honor and the 
privileges of our Honor System. 
We tend to take it all too much 
for granted and forget the signif- 


fortunate as to be in a_ school 
which operates under the Honor 
System. 


Our Honor System only includes 
the three offenses of lying, cheat- 
ing, and stealing. Perhaps you 
could think of more offenses which 
could be included in an Honor 
System code, and yet the further 
you went the more you would dis- 
cover that all the things you 
thought of were in some way re- 
lated to the first three. And even- 
tually, you would come to realize 
that even they are similar in some 
respects. A person who lies is more 
than likely to cheat; and a person 
who cheats is in reality stealing 
from himself, All of this seems to 
indicate that anyone who breaks 
an honor code is basically unfair. 
This is not to say that the word 
unfair can be substituted always 
for the word honor, but it is sur- 
prising how often it can. Try it 
sometime. Ask yourself if it is fair 
to die, cheat, or steal. The answer 
will be a negative. 


We are all acquainted with 
sports rules which outlaw and 
penalize unfair play. If such play 
is continued, steps are taken to 
either remove the offender or 
cease the competition. This is 
standard sports policy. If so in 
sports, why not so in other situa- 
tion? 

This is true in our school, and 
we are lucky that it is. It is un- 
desirable to have a group of dis- 
honorable people around us. We 
have an Honor Committee to 
watch and report on dishonesty 
and protect us from it. 

The most important thing is that 
honor is a personal thing and each 
individual has his own decisions 
to make as to what his honor will 
be. It is a precious right and one 
we should be proud of. 

It is the opinion of the editor 
that honor is, indeed, the most im- 
portant possession any of us has. 
The recent emphasis can only help 
to remind us of the value of this 
possession. Let us keep mindful of 
it and not forget it.

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A. M. A. Team Enjoys Success 


Not for many a year has AMA 
had a football season as success- 
ful as the present one. The Blue 
Streaks have gone undefeated in 
six contests and have three games 
left to play—with Episcopal High 
School of Alexandria, Randolph- 
Macon Academy, and Fishburne 
Military School. The most impor- 
tant contest to many observers is 
the Randolph-Macon game. Ran- 
dolph-Macon has a highly touted 
team and the game promises to be 
a real thriller. 


The record of the Blue Streaks 
is impressive. In the opening game 
of the season Augusta downed 
Woodberry Forest with a score of 
8-0. This was the first defeat 
Woodberry had _ suffered from 
AMA in ten years. Scoring was 
done by Clay Johnson and two 
points were added by a safety in 
the final quarter. 


The second team to suffer de- 
feat at the hands of Augusta was 
Norfolk Academy which went 
down 55-0. Johnson and Gorman 
scored two touchdowns apiece. 
Also scoring were Zehmer and 
Coyner. Coyner also successfully 
completed 7 out of 8 conversions. 

AMA’s third game was with Vir- 
ginia Episcopal School of Lynch- 
burg. The final score was AMA 
34, VES 6. VES in this game made 
the only ‘score 2 against AMA so far 
this season. Johnson was high 
scorer for AMA with three touch- 
downs. Coyner was close behind, 
scoring one touchdown, passing 
for another, and kicking four extra 
points. 

The next victim of the AMA 
attack was St. Christopher’s School 
of Richmond, Va., which was de- 
feated 20-0. The outstanding play 
of the game came when Anthony 
received a pass from Coyner and 
galloped 30 yars to score. The 
complete play covered 71 yards. 
Johnson and Sherrer both scored 
and Coyner executed two success- 
ful conversions. 

AMA achieved a fifth straight 
victory by downing the Washing- 
ton and Lee Freshmen 26-0. W&L 
threatened early in the game, but 
Tabor recovered a fumble on the 
AMA 17 yard line. From then on 
the scoring followed the pattern 
of the previous game. Johnson 
again led the field with two touch- 
downs and Sherrer raced 91 yards 
for a third tally. Phillips ended 
the scoring late in the fourth quar- 
ter by plunging over the two yard 
line. 

AMA made it six in a row by 
defeating Miller School 69-0.
